Our  people  have  taken  a  just  pride  and 
delight  in  the  formation  and  successful 
operation  of  the  New  York  Tima  excur¬ 
sion  fund,  by  means  of  whioh  the  poor 
children  of  that  city  have  been  given  one 
day  each  in  the  country.

“  For  fifteen  or  twenty  rears  It  haa  been 
a  regular  custom  to  give  the  poor  children 
from  onr  schools  not  a  day  in  the  country, 
bat  two  or  three  weeks -a  whole  vacation. 
It  wm  a  veteran  teacher,  Mr.  Jacobi— hia 
name  baa  a  fair  claim  to  be  known— who 
first  conceived  the  idea.  He  addressed 
himtelf  to  proprietors,  farmers,  parson  a, 
school  marten,  etc.,  ia  the  cotnnsy,  and 
begged  them  to  receive  a*  guests  for  tbe 
summer  vacafckn  gome  of  hia  poor  pnpila  ; 
be  collected  the  means  for  sending  them
